JZinz  an  :  When  1  fir  ft  paid  my  Refpects  to  the 
Dr.  he  very  kindly  advifed  me  to  wait  on  Dr. 
Ad-ng-n,  left  he  fhould  take  Umbrage  •  as  I 
never  acquainted  him  with  my  Delign,  X  had  no 
Reafon  to  expect  from  him  any  thing  further  than 
a  genteel  Reception  j  X  met  with  that,  and  X  met 
with  much  more,  X  was  pleafed  to  find  a  Friend 
where  X  ieaft  expelled  one,  and  with  great  Sin¬ 
cerity  accepted  his  Oilers  of  a  Friendship  which 
fhould  never  have  been  diffclved  by  my  Fault. 

I  intended  to  have  left  the  Town  immediately 
after  having  feen  him,  but  by  his  Perfwafion,  X 
firft  went  round  to  all  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Fa¬ 
culty  in  this  Place :  On  my  Return  in  a  few  Days, 

X  was  much  Surpriz’d  to  find  that  Dr.  Russel 
had  followed  my  Example  the  very  next  Day ; 

X  was  not  able  to  account  for  this  "till  X  had  been 
here  fome  Time,  when  on  further  Acquaintance 
with  the  Town,  X  came  to  underftand  that  Dr.

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Though)  as  I  laid,  Dr.  Russel  Went  round  the 
very  next  Day,  he  did  not  however  remove  hither 
’till  about  three  Months  afterwards,  Handing  a- 
looi;  perhaps  to  obferve  what  Methods  I  purfued. 
In  this  Interval  it  had  often  been  repreiented  to 
me  that  an  Opposition  to  Dr.  A  d-ng-n  was  what 
would  effectually  ferve  me,  to  this  I  always  re¬ 
plied,  that  I  never  wifffd  to  fucceed  in  Practice 
by  acting  on  dishonourable  Principles,  and  I  tho’t 
it  nothing  lefs  to  oppofe  one  who  hitherto  merited 
my  good,  not  my  ill  Offices.  When  it  was  found 
I  would  by  no  means  hearken  to  an  Opposition,  I 
was  caution’d  at  leaft  to  avoid  entering  into  any 
clofe  Connection  with  one,  who  I  was  given  to 
underlband  had  never  made  any  F riendfhip  he  had 
engaged  in,  fubfervient  to  other  than  his  own 
Interefb.  This  Hint,  given  me  by  thole  of  molt 
unqueibioned  W orth  and  Honour,  and  who  could 
have  no  Interefb  in  deceiving  me,  could  not  but 
have  it’s  due  weight,  and  fome  particulars  which 
by  this  Time  had,  reach’d  my  Ears  determin’d,  me 
to  be  a  little  on  my  Guard,  and  I  told  my  Friends 
I  would  be  fo,  but  added  that  nothing  lefs  than 
abfolute  Convifbion  could  ever  bring  me  to  think 
him  capable  ol  treating  ill  one  who  had  defer v5d 
fo  well  at  his  Hands ;  I  was  therefore  refolved 
not  to  alter  my  Condutb  towards  him  until  1  had 
fufficient  Reafon  to  jufbify  the  Change,  In  Con- 
fequence  of  this  Refolution,  when  I  had  been 
here  about  half  a  Year,  I  gave  him  to  underlland 
that  as  I  found  what  little  Bufinefs  efcaped  Dr.

Merit  mull  fucceed  at  la  ft  •  he  begg’d  me  there¬ 
fore  to  re-conlider  it,  and  in  particular  to  mention 
my  Intentions,  belore  I  proceeded  to  put  them 
into  Execution,  to  Dr.  Ere  wen:  I  did  fo,  and 
he  likewife  advifed  me  to  continue. 

Some  Time  after  this,  but  before  my  Removal 
was  to  take  Place,  the  Dr.  took  an  Opportunity 
p£  acquainting  me  as  a  Secret,  that  he  had  been 
applied  to  by  feveral  Perfons  of  conliderable  In¬ 
fluence  in  regard  to  the  Foundation  of  an  Hof- 
pital  in  this  Place,  which  Delign  he  laid  was  in 
great  Forwardnefs,  and  he  had  engaged  to  give 
his  Attendance,  provided  I  was  to  be  join'd  to  him 
as  Coadjutor ,  therefore  he  was  deftrous  of  knowing 
whether  it  was  agreeable  to  me :  I  made  Anfwer 
it  was  what  of  all  Things  I  ihould  wilh  to  be  con¬ 
cerned  in,  *and  hop'd  we  Ihould  not  (after  the 
Scheme  to  fall  to  the  Ground  by  inlifting  on  Sa-

laries ; 
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laries ;  he  allured  me  it  fhould  not,  but  that  there 
would  be  no  Harm  if  Salaries  were  to  be  eaiily 
obtained,  i  then  ask’d  when  he  imagined  the 
Scheme  would  take  Place,  he  anfwered,  not  be¬ 
fore  Cbrifhnas ,  and  not  much  after,  by  Lady-day 
at  fartheffc.  Here  was  I  brought  to  a  Dilemma, 
I  had  indeed  fome  Sufpicions  that  this  might  be 
only  a  Bait  thrown  out  to  keep  me  here  for  his  Pur- 
poies,  lor  it  was  by  this  Time  evident  to  every 
one  that  whatever  Money  I  got  was  taken  from 
his  Adverfary’s  Scale,  and  had  I  gone,  another 
probably  would  have  fupplied  my  Place  who 
might  not  prove  fo  tradable:  On  the  one  Hand 
therefore  it  I  if  aid  I  loll  my  Offices,  on  the  other 
the  Story  W'as  at  lead  plauiible,  and  might  pro¬ 
bably  prove  true,  and  if  I  left  Readings  and  the 
Scheme  ihould  happen  to  take  Place,  I  Ihould 
have  R  eafon  to  be  much  diflatisfy'd  with  mylelf^ 
I  therefore  refolved  to  wait  the  Lady-day 

and  after  it  the  Summer  pafs’d  away  but  no  News 
of  the  Hofpitai. — -When  I  had  play’d  with  this 
Bait  (for  I  never  fwallow’d  it)  ’till  I  grew  tired 
of  it,  another  was  thrown  out,  and  afterwards  a 
third,  and  at  laft  that  which  I  mud  ow  n  I  greedily 
fwallowed. —  Diilant  Hints  were  given  me  that 
he  probably  fliould  not  long  continue  here ;  fome 
Time  alter,  I  was  let  a  little  further  into  the  Secret 
(for  a  grand  Secret  it  was  to  be)  Dr.  Frew en, 
Mr.  Hyley,  and  others,  had  been  urgent  with 
him  to  quit  a  Scene  of  Bulinefs  which  was  too  much 
for  his  Confutation,  and  remove  to  Bath  or  Landon  $ 
he  was  inclin’d  him!  elf  to  follow  their  Advice,  but 
his  Wife  anfwer’d  him  with  Tears  whenever  he 
talk’d  to  her  on  the  Subject,  however  he  was  in 
hopes  iheimght  in  Time  be  bro’t  over  to  his  Pur¬ 
pose,  and  in  u  at  Cafe  fhould  I  be  willing  to  take  his

ffoufes?  As  I  had  then  no  immediate  Thoughts 
of  marrying,  I  anfwer’d  I  could  not  determine  as 
to  that  Point,  but  that  it  might  be  Time  enough  to 
confider  of  it  when  he  was  come  to  a  final  P^efo- 
lution. 

The  Day  after  his  Son’s  Death,  on  our  Jour¬ 
ney  to  the  Patient  mention’d  hereafter,  he  gave 
me  tome  more  hints  on  the  fame  Subjeft :  He  was 
lamenting  my  being  from  Home  when  firfl  lent 
to,  had  I  come  fooner  he  was  perfwaded  1  fhould 
have  feen  Occafion  to  bleed  the  Child,  and  he 
was  of  Opinion  his  Life  might  have  been  faved 
thereby ,  but,  continued  he,  it  is  the  Righteous 
Judgment  of  God  lor  having  fo  entirely  engaged

Slave  3  he  was  under  great  Obligations  to  me  (for 
my  late  Kindnefs  more  efpecially)  and  he  hoped 
he  foon  fhould  have  an  Opportunity  of  making  me 
ample  Amends. —  Accordingly,  a  few  Months 
after,  he  came  to  me  to  impart  a  Secret  which  I 
muff  not  for  the  World  reveal:  I  told  him  I  was 
not  fond  of  Secrets,  ali  the  Good  I  had  ever  ob- 
ferved  to  refult  from  them  was  the  Separation  of 
Friends,  one  Party,  unjuftly  perhaps,  fufpeeting 
the  other  had  difeovered  what  was  committed  to 
him*;  if  therefore  it  did  not  concern  me  I  had  ra¬ 
ther  not  know  it:  He  faid  it  did,  and  nearly  too ;

indeed  in  me  to  venture  fo  much  on  one  Bottom* 
but  however  I  would  not  refufe  his  Propofal  ab- 
folutely,  and  therefore  defired  a  few  Days  td> 
consider  of  it :  He  knew  I  was  in  Treaty  of  Mar¬ 
riage,  might  I  mention  it  to  the  young  Lady 
and  her  Mother,  and  I  named  a  third  Perfon: 
After  fome  Confideration,  he  told  me  I  might, 
but  to  no  other  Perfon  on  Earth,  till  he  gave  me 
leave.  This  convinced  me  of  what  I  wanted  to 
know,  his  being  in  Earned:.  When  I  mentioned 
it  to  the  Ladies  they  received  it,  as  I  imagined 
they  would,  as  a  Romantic  Scheme;  I  told  them 
I  look’d  upon  it  in  the  fame  Light,  but  that  in  the 
Manner  I  Ihould  propofe  it  I  could  not  be  hurt 
and  might  be  much  profited  by  it;  They  had  no 
Exception  I  imagined  to  my  taking  a  Houfe  of 
thirty  ,  fuppofe  for  the  fake  of  his  good  Will  we 
ihould  go  as  far  as  forty  Pounds  a  Year  for  one 
of  his  Houfes,  and  if  I  muft  embark  in  the  Mad 
Scheme,  it  fhouid  be  thus,  I  would  fet  my  At¬ 
tendance  againft  the  Rent,  and  at  the  End  of 
every  Y ear,  on  Oath  if  required,  wrould  account 
to  him,  and  we  would  divide  the  Expences  and 
Advantages.  This  they  agreed  to,  and  I  pro* 
pofed  it  to  him  ;  He  anfwer’d  he  was  allured  I 
fhouid  be  a  coniiderable  Lofer  by  this  Bargain* 
and  that  he  could  by  no  Means  think  it  juft 
to  profit  by  my  Labour ;  I  told  him,  as  it  was 
my  own  Propofal,  there  could  be  no  Injuflice 
in  it,  and  that  I  Ihould  be  very  glad  to  agree 
with  him  on  thefe  Terms  for  our  joint  Lives,  or 
for  a  Leafe  of  21  Y ears;  He  would  by  no  means 
hearken  to  this,  I  therefore  propofed  to  take  either 
of  the  Houfes  at  forty  Pounds;  He  was  deters 
mined  not  to  let  one  without  the  other;  I  then 
Lid,  cc  Dr.  I  muft  defire  you  to  be  plain  with  me*

Cc  if  I  refufe,  do  you  intend  to  offer  them  to  any 

other  Phyiician  ?  it  that  is  the  Cafe,  I  fear  I  muff 
cc  comply,  other  wife  I  hope  I  fhall  not  offend  by 
*c  refilling  your  Offer.55  He  anfwerd,  no,  it  poffi- 
bly  might  happen  thatfome  one  might  be  tempted 
to  try  their  Fortune  here  on  his  Removal;,  but  I 
might  reff  allured,  for  my  Sake,  he  never  would 
be  inffrumental  in  bringing  any  one  in  his  Room  j 
and  if  I  would  keep  the  Secret  (which  on  Prin¬ 
ciples  oi  Intereff,  as  well  as  Honeffy,  he  was  per* 
fwaded  I  would)  he,  in  Reward  off bchfecrecy* 
would  give  me  timely  Notice  when  he  intended 
to  quit,  and  alliff  my  Applications  to  our  mu* 
tual  Friends  and  others,  to  the  utmoff  of  his 
Power,  and  would  neglebf  no  other  Opportu¬ 
nity  of  effectually  ferving  me  ;  and  here  ended 
the  Conference. 

The  latter  End  of  laff  Summer,  when  the  Houfe 
1  now'  live  in  offer'd,  I  thought  it  a  good  Oppor¬ 
tunity  of  founding  him  again :  With  that  Intent 
I  went  to  him,  refum’d  the  Difcourfe,  nay  pro¬ 
ceeded  fo  far  as  to  offer  forty  Guineas  for  either 
of  the  Houfes :  He  anfwer’d  as  before,  but  added, 
I  fhould  be  convinced  he  had  not  propofed  what 
would  not  have  been  to  my  Advantage;  when 
he  gave  me  to  underhand  that  he  had  in  his  Pocket 
a  Letter,  giving  him  Nonce,  that  he  was  foon 
to  have  a  Patient  put  under  his  Care  diffracted 
fora  confiderable  Time,  and  whom  he  in  all  like¬ 
lihood  fhould  have  during  Life,  at  the  Rate,  if 
I  miftake  not,  of  ioo/.  a  Year:  I  offer’d  to  clofe 
with  him,  if  I  might  have  that  Patient:  He  laid, 
no,  he  fhould  take  that  Patient  with  him  to  Lon¬ 
don:  I  then  obferved  to  him,  that  as  he  had  al¬ 
ready  been  fomewhat  known  in  that  Wav,  he 
might  probably  be  induced  in  London  to  follow 

what 
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what  was  a  very  lucrative  Branch  of  our  Profef* 
fion,  and  he  might  perhaps  be  tempted  to  take  a 
Houfe  for  that  Purpofe  at  Cbelfea  for  Inftance: 
He  faid  he  had  no  immediate  Thoughts  of  fo 
doing,  but  that  he  would  not  be  engaged  to  the 
contrary:  Here^  I  faid,  the  Ahiftance  I  might 
reafonably  have  expe£ted  in  that  Cafe  from  him 
in  this  particlar  Way,  would  have  been  one  very 
great  Motive  for  my  complying  with  his  Terms, 
but  if  I  could  not  allure  myfelf  of  that,  I  thought 
it  molt  prudent  either  to  take  one  of  his  Houfes 
Only,  or  elfe  the  Houfe  offer’d :  He  faid  he  would 
not  take  what  I  mentioned  for  either  of  them, 
and,  indeed,  his  Wife  was  again  a  little  off  the 
Scheme,  and  it  might  not  perhaps  take  Place  this 
Y ear  or  two  or  more  3  that  he  did  not  think  his 
flaying  a  little  longer  could  be  any  Difad  vantage 
to  me,  and  to  fpeak  his  Mind  freely,  he  had  Rea- 
fons  to  advife  me,  as  a  Friend,  to  take  the  Houfe 
offer’d  5  and  this  fecond  Conference  ended  with 
an  Injunction  on  his  Part,  and  a  Pxomife  of  Secre  ¬ 
cy  on  mine,  and  a  Repetition  of  whatever  was 
promifed  in  the  former. 

My  Part  of  the  Engagement  I  had  inviolably' 
kept,  when,  to  my  Allonilhment  I  received  the 
Letter  from  which  the  following  is  an  ExtraCt.

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4C  don.  This  became  the  News  of  Bafingfiohs^  and 
cc  it  foon  reach’d  Mr.  Bigg’s  Ears,  who  took  the 
firft  Opportunity  of  asking  me  whether  I  really 
cc  had  any  Intentions  of  removing :  I  confefs’d  to 
cc  him  I  had,  and  asked  him  why  he  enquired: 
£C  He  returned  tor  Anfwer,  his  Nephew  B~ —  e 
cc  would  in  that  Cafe  he  believed,  be  inclined  to 
cc  fettle  at  Readings  and  he  ihould  be  obliged  to 
cc  me  tor  any  Abidance  I  could  give  him.”—— 
I  here  asked  the  Dr.  to  confider  whether  (as  he 
had  by  his  own  Confeffion  fo  long  been  acquaint¬ 
ed  with,  and  had  entirely  kept  fecret  Dr.  B — ’s 
Intentions  of  coming  hither)  all  the  World  would 
not  conclude  he  was  likewife  accefiory  to  them, 
and  *  confequently  that  he  had,  in  a  moil  fcan- 
dalous  Manner,  broke  the  Promife  he  had  given' 
me  (when  he  made  known  to  me  hisDetermination 
to  quit  Reading)  that  he  w'ould,  on  leaving  this 
Place,  ferve  me  to  the  utmofh  of  his  Power.  He 
offer’d  not  to  deny  having  given  this  Promife, 
but  endeavoured  to  account  for  his  Behaviour  in 
the  following  Manner. 

In  the  firlt  Place  f  he  abfolutely  denied  being 
any  Ways  acceifory  to  Dr.  B~ — ’s  coming.  This, 
I  told  him,  his  Behaviour  convinced  me  was  falie. 
Secondly,  he  afferted  that  though  he  had  pro- 
mifed,  I  had  no  Right  to  the  Completion  of  that 
Promife,  becaufe  I  had  ufed  him  ill.  I  deilred  to 
know  in  what  Inflance:  His  Anfwer  was,  f|  I  had 
for  fome  Time  look’d  Ihy  upon  him,  and  as  I 
feemed  to  difregard  his  Friendihip,  he  thought  I 
was  not  entitled  to  it;  particularly,  I  had  never 
thanked  him  for  the  Patients  he  had  given  me. 
This  lad  Affertion  I  proved  to  be  abfolutely

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fidfe;  the  firft  I  then  thought  too  trifling  to  regard. 
Again,  to  inllance  my  ill  Ufage  by  difregarding 
him,  hefaid  I  had  once  cut  him  to  the  Heart  by 
faying  that  his  Acquaintance  had  been  of  Dife 
fervice  to  me.  I  then  reply’d,  and  after  the 
ftrifteil  Scrutiny  I  Hill  reply,  that  I  can  recollect 
but  one  Inllance  which  could  poflibly  give  the 
moll  jealous  Temper  the  leall  Gccaflon  to  charge 
me  with  a  Word  in  any  Ways  tending  to  fuch 
an  Iniinuatiqn,  *  and  that  was  long  before  the 
Promife  I  challenged :  I  added,  that  when  the 
Dr.  mentioned  ill  Ufage,  I  expefled  he  would 
have  grounded  his  Charge  on  an  Affair  of  much 
later  Date  (which  Affair  I  mentioned)  in  which 
I  thought  he  had  not  a£ted  the  Part  of  a  Friend  j 
and  was  willing  to  own  I  had  fometimesexprefs’d 
my  fell  with  Warmth  and  Difrefpebl  of  him  on 
that  Account.  He  did  not  pretend  to  ground 
his  Diffatisfaclion  on  that,  but  only  faid,  he  f  de¬ 
fied  me  to  prove  he  in  this  Cafe  a£ted  otherwife 
than  as  a  Friend  ought  to  have  acted,-—  A  third 
Argument  Dr.  Ad-ng-n  made  ufe  of  was  this. 
That  though  he  did  intend  to  make  good  his 
Promife,  the  proper  Time  for  the  Completion  of 
it  was  not  yet  come ;  for  granting  (as  he  did 
grant)  that  he  had,  for  a  conliderable  Time,  ab- 
folutely  determined  to  leave  this  Place,  yet,  he 
had  not  as  |j  yet  taken  a  Houfe  in  London. ,  or  let 
his  own  Houfes  here,  ’till  which  Time  he  Ihould 
not  remove.  To  this  I  replied,  that  this  Pretence 
was  to  the  lafDegree  trifling,  for  that  Promife  was 
deiign’d  for  my  Service,  and  how  could  he  be  fup- 
pos’d  to  intend  the  leall  Service  to  one,  by  commu¬ 
nicating  atfomediilantTime  to  him  w'hathe  had,

to  *  another. — The  Dr.  ladly  laid,  that  he  had 
indeed  lor  a  conliderable  Time  intended  to  ac¬ 
quaint  me- with  Dr.  B — ’$  Refolution,  but  that 
he  wanted  an  Opportunity.  Here  I  observed 
that  it  was  abfurd  to  fuppoie  that  any  one's  Bufi- 
nefs  coaid  fo  entirely  engage  him,  as  not,  in  fix 
Weeks  Time,  to  allow  him  to  call  on  me  for  a  Mo¬ 
ment,  or  at  leaf!  to  write  a  Line  on  the  Occafion,

cc  Hint,  which  you  might  have  done  in  lix  Words? 
cc  Beiides,  recoileft  yourfelf,  you  then  told  me 
cc  you  had  fomewhat  to  communicate  to  me ;  you 
* c  now  tell  me  this  was  the  very  Thing:  You 
<c  cannot  deny  I  then  asked  you  to  dep  in  to  drink 

Tea,  or  a  Glafs  of  Wine  j  you  excufed  your- 
cc  felt  from  doing  either,  urging  Hade ,  what 
cc  Hade  could  poflibly  have  prevented  you  (had 
<c  you  meant  me  fair)  from  faying,  Blackstone 
u  is  coming  to  fettle  here”—' The  Dr.  offer’d  not  to 
make  any  Defence  here,  but  allow’d  it  might  have 
been  better  had  he  given  me  a  Hint,  and  he  be¬ 
lieved,  was  it  to  happen  again,  he  fhould  give 
me  one. — *  I  then,  with  the  greated  Earnednefs, 
prefled  him  to  name  a  few  of  the  many  Perfons 
who  had  applied  to  him  with  Regard  to  the 
Foundation  of  an  Hofpital  in  this  Place:  He  re- 
fufed  to  Name  one,  and  my  Wife  is  of  Opinion 
with  me  that,  if  we  may  judge  by  Appearances, 
he  had  it  not  in  his  Power.  ‘

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Before  we  went  to  the  Dr's  Ho  life  5 1  had  cau-^ 
tion’d  my  Wife  to  be  as  attentive  as  poffible  to 
what  pafs'd,  that  fhe  might  be  able  to  give  her 
Evidence,  if  call'd  on,  and  by  all  Means  to  avoid 
interfering  in  our  Difcourfe :  Tfaefe  my  I  nil  ruc¬ 
tions  fhe  pun£tually  obferv'd,  though  the  Dr.,  fe- 
veral  Times  endeavour'd  to  draw  her  into  the 
Controverfy.  When  we  came  Home,  w  hi  lit 
every  Thing  was  frefh  in  our  Memories,  I  drew 
up  the  Declaration,  which  beiides  what  is  men¬ 
tioned  before,  contains  the  following  Particulars* 
Namely,  u  That  fhe  voluntarily  made  thele  De- 
clarations;  that  fhe  was  mov'd  to  make  them 
for  the  Sake  of  Juilice  only ;  that  had  the  Par- 
cc  ties  concerned  been  utter  Strangers  to  her  be- 
cc  fore  the  Difference  happened,  fhe  could  not 
have  given  with  Truth,  other  than  the  Teiti- 
£C  mony  lhe  gave.  That  when  I  made  known  to 
£C  her  my  Intentions  of  calling  Dr.  Ad-ng-n  to 
cc  an  Account  for  his  ill  Ufage,  I  added,  that  if 
cc  pohible,  I  would  take  feme  third  Perfon  with 
cc  me  :  That  I  afterwards  told  her  I  had  applied 
cc  to  three  Gentlemen  mention'd  in  the  Declara- 
£C  tion,  but  without  Succefoj  that  afterwards, 
u  in  her  hearing,  I  was  very  urgent  with  a 
£C  fourth,  nay  debited  not  from  my  Sollicita- 
iQ  tions  'till  we  came  even  to  the  Dr’s  Door, 
and  when  at  laft  I  found  I  could  by  no  Means 
tc  prevail  upon  him,  I  took  her  in  with  me,  aa 
cc  a  Reftraint  upon  Dr.  Ad — gt-n  or  his  Wife 
£C  from  afterwards  denying  what  he,  Dr  Ad— g- 
t-n,  faid,  or  mifreprefenting  what  was  faid 
£C  by  me.  That  as  foon  as  we  were  introduced, 
I  direftiy  told  the  Dr.  I  was  come  to  fee  him, 
and  had  brought  my  Wife  to  fee  Mrs.  Ad-ng- 
t-n.;  That  upon  his  faying  his  Wife  was  not; 
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in  Town, 1  immediately  and  (as  fhe  verily  be«^ 
cc  iieves)  purpofely  began  my  Expoftulation* 
4C  whiM  the  Servant  was  prefent  j  that  the  Dr.  ob- 
ferving  this  with  very  indecent  Warmth,  I  re- 
plied  I  had  no  Exception  to  talking  before  his 
C£  Servant,  that  what  I  had  to  fay,  was  what  need 
£c  not  and  fhould  not  be  Secret,  and  that  as  one  had 
6C  a  W'knefs,  it  was  proper  the  other  fhould  have 
€C  onelikewife.  That  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
cc  Conference,  I,  to  the  bell  of  her  Remembrance, 
made  Ufe  of  no  indecent  Expreffions,  but  be- 
£s  haved  (as  far  as  fhe  was  able  to  form  a  Judg- 
u  ment)  no  otherwife  than  as  any  Man  mull  have 
done,  who  was  thoroughly  convinc’d  he  had 
been  injured  in  the  vilelt  Manner.  On  the  other 
Hand,  that  Dr.  Ad-ng-n  appeared  to  her* 
cc  from  his  repeated  Oaths  and  lofs  of  Temper, 
C£  to  be  fenfible  he  had  been  in  the  Wrong,  and 
€C  in  fhort,  to  behave  as  fhe  fhould  expe£l  one  to 
cc  behave  who  was  c.onfcious  to  himlelf  that  he 
cc  had  grofly  abufed  another  under  the  Mask  of 
cc  Friendfhip.  That  I  penn’d  thefe  Declarations 
cc  for  her,  but  that  I  examined  her  in  the  fbriftefl: 

Manner  touching  her  Knowledge  of  every 
<c  Article  contained  therein  before  I  wrote  it 
cc  down,  and  fet  before  her  in  the  llrongefl  Terms, 
the  dreadful  Confequences  of  bearing  falfe 
ec  Witnefs,  before  I  delired  her  to  fign  it.  And 
€C  laftly,  that  fhe  had  not  throughout  the  Whole, 
tc  to  her  Knowdedge  or  Intention,  given  any  o- 
cc  ther  Reprefentation  than  what  the  moll  un- 
cc  prejudiced  Perfon,  who  regarded  Juflice  and 
Truth,  mull  have  given  •  and  lafbly,  that  fhe  is 
tc  willing  to  confirm  on  Oath,  if  required,  any 
f c  Part  or  the  Whole  of  her  Declaration.” 


Though 
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Though  I  have  feme  Objections  tp  the  Veracfc 
by  of  the  Mailer,  I  fliould  have  had  none  to  that  of 
his  Servant,  had  not  the  Servant  therefore  been 
hurried  out  of  the  Room,  I  fhould  have  been 
able  to  have  adduced  another  Witnefs  in  my  Fa¬ 
vour  i  but  thofe  who  know  my  Wife,  will  not^ 
I  am  convinced,  think  her  capable,  on  any  Ac¬ 
count,  of  bearing  falfe  Witnefs,  and  the  Reader 
who  does  not  know  her,  will,  I  make  no  doubt, 
admit  her  Teftimony,  when  he  confiders  that  I 
took  thorough  Pains  to  procure  a  more  unexcep¬ 
tionable  as  lefs  interested  Witnefs,  and  that  it 
might  not  be  objected  to  the  only  Evidence  I 
could  get,  that  I  had  improperly  influenced  her

a  Man  could  fo  fcandalouily  break  through  his 
Engagements  for  Nothing .  I  would  bring  a  fifth 

Reafon  from  Dr  B - ’s  known  Good-Nature, 

and  peaceable  Difpolition;  now  by  his  Method 
of  proceeding  it  was  more  than  probable  that  he 
would  get  into  a  Squabble  with  an  old  Acquaint 
tance,  one  who  had  neither  by  Word  or  Deed 
provok’d  his  Ill-Will,  and  this  to  one  of  common 
Good-Nature,  and  a  lover  of  Peace,  is  doubtlefs 
to  bp  avoided  j  how  far  he  endeavours  to  avoid 
It  let  the  Impartial  Judge,  when  they  have  heard 
what  further  pafs’d  betw  een  our  Friend  at  New- 
fary  and  himfelf :  He  had,  as  I  before  obferved, 
denied  to  him  any  the  leaf!  Knowledge  of  Dr.  A’s 
Removal,  our  Friend  on  this  obferved  he  tho’t  it  a 
little  odd  that  he  fhould  particularly  turn  his 
Thoughts  to  a  Place  where,  on  Suppofition  that 
Dr.  A.  continu'd,  already  were  four  Phy  licians,  all 
fettled  there  a  confiderable  Time ;  belides,  added 
he,  there  is  your  School-Fellow,  and  old  Friend 
and  Acquaintance  Pi  go  t  t,  why  do  you  chufe  to 
throw  yourfelf  in  the  Way  of  pbftru£ling  him  ? 
have  you  acquainted  him  with  your  Defigns  ?  He 
anfwer’d,  No,  he  did  not  know  how  he  might  take 
it,  (and  by  what  he  could  Judge  he  did  not  care :) 
Dr.  Piqott,  he  faid,  might  probably  have  the 
greateft  Share  of  Practice,  but  he  was  ftill  in 
Hopes  it  might  anfwer  his  Purpofe,  and,  as  he 
had  Dr.  Ad— gt-n’s  Approbation,  he  was  re-^ 
folvpd  to  come. — -  From  fuch  Behaviour  as  this 
one  would  be  almoU  inclin’d  to  fufpeft  that  he 
thought  a  Quarrel  with  me  might  be  to  his  Ad-> 
Vantage,  if  that  is  his  Aim,  he  fhall  find  himfelf 
miftaken.  |  have  now  gonp  through  my  Rpafons 

" '  fot 
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for  disbelieving  Dr.  Ad-ngt-n,  whenhefay$s 
he  was  not  acceffory  to  Dr.  B — e’s  coming.  I 
beg  leave  now  to  mention  how  (if  I  know  my  fell) 

I  ihould  have  behaved  to  Dr.  B - e,  had  he 

come  near  me  or  wrote  to  me,  as  I  think  he  ought, 
on  this  Occafidn.  Good  Manners  and  civil 
Treatment  he  might  at  lead:  have  depended  on, 
had  he  told  me  he  heard  Dr.  Ad-ng-n  was 
going,  my  Promife  to  him,  and  my  onelntered, 
led  me  to  endeavour  to  perfuade  him  to  the  con¬ 
trary,  had  he  given  me  to  underdand  he  was 
let  into  the  Secret,  I  fhould  even  then  have  di£- 
fwaded  him  from  coming  hither,  becaufe  I  verily 
think  three  Phylicians  quite  Sufficient  for  this 
Place,  and  I  mud  own,  ill  as  I  think  he  has  treated 
me,  I  mean  him  too  well  to  wifh  him  to  darve,  but 
at  the  fame  Time  I  love  m  y felfi too  well  to  give  him 
the  Bread  out  of  my  own  Mouth ;  had  he  dill  per- 
iided  in  his  Refolution,  I  then  fliould  have  freely 
told  him  he  was  going  to  do  by  me  what  I  could 
never  have  been  brought  to  do  by  him,  but  that  if 
his  fettling  here  was  a  determined  Point,  it  Ihould 
not  be  my  Fault  however,  if  we  were  not  on 
good  Terms.  I  will  leave  the  Impartial  to  Judge 
whether  I  am  fincere  in  faying  I  would  not  have 
done  fo  by  him,  when  I  have  called  Dr.  Coxed, 
the  very  worthy  Warden  of  Wmchefler,  to  wit- 
nefs  for  me,  that  fome  Time  before  I  fet  down 
here,  it  having  by  fome  of  my  Friends  been  re- 
prefented  to  me  that  there  was  a  proper  opening 
at  WinchefteTy  I  wrote  to  him,  deliring  him  to  men¬ 
tion  it  to  Dr.  Bo  w  l  e  s  (who  is  at  prefent  one  of  the 
Fellows  of  New  College)  Dr.  Coxed  gave  me  to 
underdand  I  was  not  to  expeft  Encouragement 
to  fettle  there  from  Dr.  B.  I  therefore  dropt  my 
Defign,  being  unwilling  to  come  contrary  to  his 

Inclina- 
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inclinations  $  and  to  prove  that  1  was  not  miftaken 
in  Regard  to  there  being  a  proper  opening,  I 
fhall  add,  that  Dr.  Hooke  has  fupplied  my  Place, 
and  as  I  hear,  goes  on  very  fuccdsfully.  I  have 
fince  heard,  from  very  good  Authority,  that  Dr. 

Bowles  had  given  Dr.  B - e  very  particular 

Encouragement  to  come  thither,  but  his  Schemes 
were  then,  as  I  have  hinted  before,  of  another 
Nature.  This  1  hope  proves  what  I  intended  it 
jfhould,  I  will  add  another  Inftance:  When  I  firfb 
propofed  coming  hither,  I  thought  it  a  decent 
.Compliment  (though  to  ohe  of  his  exteniive  Prac- 
'tiee  it  was  nothing  more)  to  enquire  of  Dr. 
Merrick  of  Ijleworth  (the  Place  where  my  Fa¬ 
ther  praftifed)  whether  he  had  any  Thoughts  of

fume  to  flatter  my  lelf  that  not  one  wifli  me  other- 
wife,  at  leatl  I  am  not  confcious  to  myfelf  that  I 
have  ever  given  them  Occalion,  *  I  will  therefore, 
if  he  pleafes,  fubmit  the  Affair  to  thenij  if  they

*  I  have  been  at  Nenv  College  fince  I  wrote  this,  with  this  In¬ 
tention  faw  Dr.  B.  told  him  on  what  Errar.d  I  was  come,-  but 
though  that  very  Day  I  din’d  in  the  Hall  (the  Place  where  by 
his  Office  he  ought  to  have  dined)  and  the  next  Day  in  the  Bur- 
fary,  and  both  Days  after  Dinner  remov’d  to  take  a  Grace-Cup 
in  the  common  Room,  I  faw  no  more  of  him.

I  call  his 
Defigns  unnatural,  becaufe,  to  fpeak  for  myielf,  and  T  think  l 
may  fay  the  fame  for  my  Brethren  the  Wiccamifts  in  General, 
we  hold  ourfelves  interelted  in  the  Welfare  of  every  Individual 
brought  up  with  us,  as  we  are  thereby  in  EfFeit  promoting  the 
Intereft  of  the  whole  Community,  for  which  we  cannot  but  have 
a  natural  AfFeition.  Is  he  not  therefore  on  thefe  Principles  ailing 
an  unnatural  Part,  who  can  thu:  follow,  for  the  Sake  of  Oppofi- 
tion,  a  Brother  who  had  done  what  lay  in  his  Power  to  promote 
his  Succeis  at  Oxford ,  by  removing  from  thence  at  a  Time  par¬ 
ticularly  advantageous  to  him.  ?

WHAT  paltry  Excufes  will  a  bad  Man  lay 
hold  on  who  wants  better  l  In  laft  Chrift- 
mas  Holidays  I  accepted  Dr,  Ad-tg-n’s  Invi¬ 
tation  to  Dinner,  and  met  there  Mr.  Barlou I 
appeal  to  him  whether  v/e  w  ere  not  very  chatty* 
and  whether  any  one  could  judge  by  our  Beha¬ 
viour  then,  that  we  were  difl'atisfied  with  each 
other :  I  excufed  myfelf  from  Supper,  not  out 
of  any  Shynefs  towards  him,  but  becaufe  I  in¬ 
tended  a  Vi  lit  to  my  Miftrefs,  who  wdthin  a  Fort-

Silence  fhould  be  conftrued  to  my  Disadvantage* 

In  one  of  the  many  Tete  a  Tete  Conferences 
I  had  the  Honour  of  being  admitted  to,  on  my 
firffc  fetting  down  here,  I  was  led  to  obferve  that 
it  fometimes  was  the  Cafe,  and  perhaps  it  might 
prove  mine,  to  lofe  one  Friend  by  obtaining  an¬ 
other  j  Dr.  A  d-~g  t-n  return’d  upon  me,  with 
fome  Earneftnefs,  that  he  did  not  mean  it  fhould, 
and  he  hop’d  his  Acquaintance  would  not  be  of 
Differ  vice  to  me,  I  allured  him  that  was  far  from 
my  Thoughts  when  I  mentioned  it,  and  added, 
if  that  Ihouid  unhappily  be  the  Cafe,  I  hoped 
he  entertained  a  better  Opinion  of  me,  than  to 
imagine  me  capable  of  w  antonly  deferring  one 
who  had  fo  generoufly  fought  my  Friendfhip;

my  Judgment,  as  a  Phyiician,  In  Queftion,  left 
he  fhould  prove  himfelf  both  Fool  and  Knave  $ 
and  indeed,  to  do  him  Juflice,  I  never  heard  he 
did  :  What  I  find  he  and  the  Family  blam’d  me 
for,  was  too  much  Modefty,  or  Diffidence  whilft 
with  the  Patient,  and  lor  leaving  the  Houfe  too 
foon  •  of  the  latter,  Town,  I  now  thoroughly 
repent ;  for  had  I  ilaid,  I  lhould  have  prevented 
a  Stab  in  the  Dark,  which  I  can  prove  I  receiv’d* 
My  Reafon  for  quitting  the  Houfe  as  I  did,  was 
this  ^  As  I  was  an  utter  Stranger  in  the  Family., 
and  could  ealilvr  perceive  both  in  the  Sick  Man’s 
Chamber  and  afterwards  in  the  Parlour,  a  Want 
of  that  Confidence  ufually  repofedin  a  Phyiician^ 
I  chofe  fo  withdraw,  flattering  myfelf  that  a 
Friend  would  foon  arrive  by  whofe  Means  I 
fhould  be  re-inflated  much  to  my  Advantage  £ 
how  much  I  was  miflaken  the  Sequel  will  fhew. 
I  have  no  better  Way  ot  obviating  the  other  Ob- 
je£lion  than  by  acknowledging  my  Inferiority 
to  the  Dr.  in  Point  of  Addrejs  and  Ajfurance9  Qua¬ 
lifications  fo  necefTary  to  advance  a  Man,  and 
procure  him  Refpe£l,  that  I  would  readily,  in 
Exchange  for  what  he  could  fpare  of  them,  for¬ 
give  him  all  the  Injury  he  has  done  me.  But  to 
proceed,  I  was  introduced  to  a  Patient  of  fome 
Confequence,  the  Cafe  was  to  the  lait  Degree 
deplorable,  and  all  was  committed  to  one  whofe 
Appearance  had  not  prejudiced  the  Company  in 
his  Favour;  under  thefe  difcouraging  Circum- 
ftances  I  might  perhaps  befomewhatdilconcerted, 
yet  not  fo  as  to  be  unable  to  perform  my  Duty 
as  a  Phyiician,  The  Cafe  was  a  violent  Paraly¬ 
tic  Seizure,  the  Apothecary  had  before  I  arrived 
very  properly  blooded  the  Patient,  and  applied 
a  Blifter  to  the  Back ;  Purges  or  Clyfters  were 
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by  no  Means  immediately  Necefiary,  becaqfe  ha 
bad  been  fora  conliderableTime  under  a  Courfe 
of  purging  Waters,  and  the  very  Day  before  the 
Stroke,  had  been  pretty  fmartfy  evacuated  by 
them:  Blifters  were  here,  undoubtedly,  the 
Sheet-Anchor,  and  of  thefe,  none  more  proper 
than  to  theJdeadj  but  leave  to  bfifter  the  Head 
is  what  thofe  of  molt  extend  ve  Pfa&ice  trequenc-? 
ly  find  great  Difficulty  to  obtain,  and  I  had  no 
Reafon  to  hope  it  would  have  been  complied 
with  had  it  been  at  once  propofed  by  one,  who  as 
ft  Stranger,  could  not  probably  have  the  Neceffa-? 
ry  Influence ;  I  therefore,  with  an  Intent  to  pro- 
cend  to  the  Head  had  my  Advice  been  readily  foD 
lowed,  amongft  other  Things,  propofed  bliftering 
the  Arm  and  Leg  of  the  Side  alfe&ed,  but  was  giv¬ 
en  to  underfland  that  Bliflers  had  been  prepar’d  for 
the  Arms  before  my  Arrival^  and  I,  perhaps  with 
a  culpable  Modefty,  did  not  infill  on  my  Advice 
being  pun&ually. followed,  but  contented  my-? 
felf  with  faying  it  was  my  Opinion  that  no  Time 
Should  be  loft  ^  that  they  might  apply  them  in 
what  Manner  they  preferr’d,  but  that,  was  Dr, 
Ad— gt-n  prefen t,  he  would,  I  made  no  Doubt, 
concur  in  my  opinion,  or,  if  they  chofe  to 
do  fo,  they  might  wait  for  him,  whom  I  then 
imagined  the  Family,  though  I  now  find  Mrs.

Such  Beha* 
viour  may  become  a  Bafhaw  in  Phyfic,  but  my 
Time  for  taking  fuch  Liberties  is  not  yet  come* 
and  if,  in  Spight  of  the  Machinations  of  the  Friends 

of  V— e  and - it  ever  fhould,  my  Patients 

may  be  allured  I  never  will  take  them^  a  Phyfi- 
cian  may  not  always  be  able  to  relieve, the  DiL 
treifes  of  his  Fellow-Creatures,  but  he  has  it  al¬ 
ways  in  his  Power  to  behave  humanely,  and  he 
who  is  not  a  Brute  will  bear  with  their  Infirmi¬ 
ties,  and  at  lead:  fpeak  Comfort  to  the  affli&edw 
But  to  Return,  it  is  an  unvariable  Rule  in  Prac* 
tice,  and  thofe  are  juftly  fufpe£led  of  bad  In¬ 
tentions  who  depart  from  it,  when  one  Phyfician 
is  called  over  another,  punctually  to  enquire  what 
has  been  done  by  the  former,  and  if  what  was 
ordered  by  him  is  better,  nay  but  as  good  as 
what  the  other  can  think  of,  an  Honefl  Man  will 
not,  for  two  very  obvious  Reafons,  make  any 
Kind  of  Alterations:  This  Rule  I  fear  is  for  for* 
did  Ends  too  frequently  broke  through.  But  to 
apply  this  to  the  prelent  cafe,  Bliders  to  the 
Arm  and  Leg  of  the  Side  afFeSted  were  certain* 
ly  more  proper  tharl  to  the  Legsj  and  BiiC* 
ters  to  the  Arms  as  proper,  and  (as  he  has  con* 
fefs'd  it  to  be  indifferent  whether  they  were  ap* 
plied  to  the  Arms  or  Legs)  unqueflionably  more 
proper  to  be  order'd  by  a  Friend,  who  might  at 
the  fame  Time  have  applied  them  to  the  Legs  if 
he  had  feen  Occalion,  tor  he  well  knows,  fuch 
was  the  Deference  of  that  Family  to  his  Opinion, 
that  he  might  have  done  juft  what  he  pleafed^ 
and  had  all  I  have  mentioned  been  done  in  this 
very  defperate  Cafe,  no  underftanding  Perfon 
would  have  thought  it  too  much.— 'When  he 

came 
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came  into  the  Room,  he  was,  as  het  in  excufefbjt 
his  Behaviour  fays,  like  me  flutter’d,  (thofe  who

with  her,  I  altered  my  Delign,  being  unwilling 
give  the  Dr.  the  leaft  Occaiion  to  think  I  wanted 
to  fupplant  him  in  the  Patient.  A  Day  or  two 
alter  wards  the  Dr.  drop’d  in  upon  me,  blamed 
me  lor  being  too  much  from  Home ;  I  return’d 
that  I  never  was  abfent  on  Pleafure,  that  now, 
in  particular,  I  had  been  on  Account  of  a  Trull 
which  had  devolv’d  on  me  by  the  Death  of  my 
Mother,  which  had  often,  and  Hill  would  call 
me  to  London  and  it’s  Neighbourhood.  He  ex- 
preffed  great  Concern  for  having  got  from  me  in 
my  Abfence one  ot  my  Patients;  fhe  was,hefaid, 
my  oppolite  Neighbour,  he  was  hurried  with  o- 
ther  Buhnefs,  and  fhe  lay  far  from  him,  and  he 
could  wifh  to  have  been  able  to  return  her  to  me,

ner  which  had  never  failed  to  fatisfy  others,  and  with  which  he 
pretended  to  be  fatisfied ;  had  by  defiring  him  to  appoint  a  meeting 
with  the  Parties  concerned,  given  what  to  any  one  el(e  would 
have  been  a  convincing  Proof  of  his  Integrity.  *  Obfequious 
Umbra's  View  in  afting  thus  infiduoufly  I  am  convinced  was  this, 
a  Junto  ofPhyficians  who  waited  for  an  Opportunity,  thought 
this  a  favourable  one  to  revenge  themfelves  upon  me  for  daring 
to  call  Obfcenity  by  it's  proper  Name ,  and  the  particular  Part  al- 
fign’d  him  on  this  Occafion  was  to  prejudice  People  againfl  me, 
whereby  to  facilitate  the  Introdu&ion  of  one,  concerning  whom 
by  Agreement  he  was  foon  to  receive  recommendatory  Letters : 
Thefe  received,  he  flies  from  Place  to  Place,  introduces  his  Dif- 
courfe  with  a  palpable  Lye,  viz  He  bad  not ,  forfootb ,  the  leafl 
Intention  of  quitting  this  Place  ;  then  (where  he  thinks  a  contrary 
Behaviour  not  likely  to  anlwer  his  Purpofe)  he  proceeds  to  fome 
flight  Commendation  of  me ;  and  now  the  Letters  are  produced, 
read  and  enlarg’d  upon  with  all  the  Rhetoric  difplay’d  on  a 
flmiliar  Occafion  at  |  Henly .  This  he  may  call  Neutrality ,  but 
the  World,  when  it  conflders  he  was  all  this  Time  under  a  flridt 
Engagement  to  ferve  me,  and  me  only,  will,  I  truft,callit  Perfidy .

what  Weight  he  thinks  it  deferves,  Mr.  B - & 

then  having  engaged  for  one  of  the  Houfes,  at 
lealt,  at  Michaelmas ,  might  not  Dr.  Ad— gt-n 
naturally  delire  the  Agreement  might  be  kept  le-

<£  lalt  comes  to  know  it,  in  all  likelihood,  he  will

C£  glibly  down,  all  is  well,  and  Dr.  B - e,  who

<£  before  Michaelmas  take  my  Houfe,  as  if  by 
c£  Chance,  and  that  will  entitle  him  to  my  Favour 
cc  without  any  Appearance  of  Injultice  to  P. 
££  but  if  Pigott  (whom  I  know  to  have  fome 
££  warmth  in  his  Temper)  fhould  refent  my  Ufage 
££  of  him,  a  Breach  may  probably  enfue,  and  I 
<£  in  Confequence  of  that,  have  an  Opportunity 
C£  of  accepting  Dr.  B.  for  a  Tenant  without  Re- 
££  ferve,  and  openly  efpoufing  him;  and  I  mull  in<- 
£C  vent  fome  Story  of  ill  Ufage  to  obviate  Dt. 
6£  PiGOTT’sRemonltrances.”  I  am  not  the  lefs 
inclined  to  think  this  was  the  Cafe,  though  Mrs, 
Ad—gt*n  fays  it  was  very  lucky  that  Dr.  R 

G  &  applied

applied  as  he  did,  otherwife  the  Houfe  would 
have  been  engaged ,  there  was  no  Danger  of  it3s 
being  taken  by  any  other  Perfon,  at  60  L  a  Year, 
and  might  it  not  be  fhewn  by  Way  of  Blind  ?  I 
am  the  more  inclined  to  believe  this,  becaufe  I 
have  known  the  Dr.  fhew  the  next  Houfe,  to  Mrs. 
Bad  cock  (now  Mrs.  Barker)  in  particular, 
which  he  could  do  only  for  the  Sake  of  Brewing, 
for  he  has  fince  allured  me  he  never  had  any 
Thoughts  of  letting  it,  but  always  intended  it 
for  a  Mad-houfe,  and  only  for  that  Purpofe. 

REMARK  VII. 

What  he  had ,  by  his  ownConfeffion ,  Jong  fince  reveal'd 

to  another . 

BRED  up  at  the  fame  Schools,  and  Fellow 
of  the  fame  College  with  rnyfelf,  mult  it  not 
befuppos'd  he  has  made  a  conliderable  Advantage 
(as  our  Views  and  Interelfs  mult  neceliarily  much 
interfere)  by  being  let  into  the  Secret ;  and  will 
not  every  one  fee  that  I  have  been  grofly  abufed 
by  being  entrufted  with  a  Secret  which  I  have 
religioufly  kept,  and  have  thereby  been  debar3d 
from  making  theXJle  of  the  Reports  I  have  con¬ 
tinually  heard  and  contradi&ed,  I  otherwdfe 
fhould  have  made*  for  had  I  known  nothing  of 
the  Matter,  I  certainly  fhould  have  waited  on 
Dr.  Ad— gt-n,  and  though  he  had  denied  the 
Truth,  I  fhould  however,  on  the  Report's  gain¬ 
ing  Ground  have  applied  to  our  mutual  Friends 
conditionally,  which,  if  Dr.  Ad-— gt-n  will  do 
me  Juifice,  he  mull  own  was  the  only  Method  I 
took  when  I  made  my  Application  on  my  Bril 
comings  but  if  he  will  nor,  I  can  name  feveral 

who 
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who  will.  As  the  Cafe  at  Prefent  Hands,  I  have, 
by  relying  on  his  Honefty,  and  expe&ing  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  Promife  to  have  Notice  given  me  when 
to  begin  my  Applications,  been  lull’d  into  a  State 
of  Security  and  Ina&ivity,  whilfl  my  Brother 
Wiccamifi  and  Fellow-Collegian  has  had  iix  Weeks 
at  lead,  in  which  to  make  his  Advantage  of  me. 
It  this  is  Juftice,  I  know  not  what  is  Injudice! 

But  Dr.  B - e  had  the  Affurance  to  tell  me,  in 

the  Prefence  of  Mr.  Whea  t,  whom  he  brought 
with  him  to  fee  me,  that  he  had  made  no  other 
Uie  of  this  Time  except  only  to  apply  to  Air. 
Bigg’s  Friends,  and  that  he  has  not  at  all  inters 
fer’d  with  mine :  This  Allertion  I  proved  to  his 
Face  to  be  falfe.  This  is  fornewhat  in  the  AA-g- 
tonian  Style,  but  he  promifes  to  behave  better  for 
the  Future,  and  I  am  willing  to  think  him  fincere. 
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AS  Dr.  Ad-— g  t-n,  to  ferve  his  iniquitous 
Purpofes,  has  been  pleafed  to  reprefen t  me 
in  the  following  difadvantageous  Lights,  *  firft, 
as  a  Man  w  ho  wanted  Common-Senfe ;  fecondly* 
as  a  young  Man^  and  thirdly,  as  one  who  had 
feen  little  Pradfice :  I  fliould  be  wanting  to  my- 
felf  did  I  not  fpeak  to  each  feparately.  And  firif3 
he  fays  I  want  Common-Senfe.— If  by  Common- 
Senfe  he  means  natural  Capacity  and  Underftand- 
ing,  fhould  I  fubmit  to  his  Deciiion  I  doubt  whe¬ 
ther  the  Thing  might  be  faid  to  be  coram  Judlce , 
and  I  hope  it  is  no  Prefumption  to  fay  that  I  am 
content  to  Hand  with  him  in  that  Rank  which 
our  common  Acquaintance  think  fit  to  allow  me.

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It  is  a  frequent  Expreffion  that  fudi  a  one  has 
every  Senle  but  Common-Senfe,  by  which  we 
underftand  worldly  Senfe ,  or  Cunning  j  if  the  Dr. 
would  be  underitood  thus,/  I  will  freely  own 
my  Inferiority  to  him  in  this,  but  at  the  fame  Time 
will  infill  on  my  Right  of  Superiority  in  Regard 
to  another,  I  mean  the  Senfe  of  Honour  and  Honed 
here  I  will  not  yeild  to  him  of  all  Men.  I  will 
finifh  this  Article  with  reminding  him  of  a  Com¬ 
pliment  he  has  often  paid  me,  (and  I  wifh  I  could 
return  it)  that  I  was  too  honejl  to  thrive  in  this 
World. 

-  Secondly,  I  am  a  young  Man. — I  wifh  all  my 
Faults  would  mend  as  naturally  as  this,  but  un-

ago,  for  it  is  now  twelve  Years  fince  he  came 
hither,  and  had  immediately  the  Happinefs  not 
to  be  thought  too  young  ;  but  he  was,  to  ufe  his 
own  Words,  Galling  Filius  alb#*  and  his  Arro¬ 
gance  may  perhaps  lead  him  to  add

But  to  proceed  to  the  third  Obje£iion,  I  had 
truly  feen  little  Practice  when  I  came  hither.-— 
As  his  firft  flruck  at  my  natural,  this  feems  aim'd 
at  my  acquired  Abilities  j  I  would  here  ask  him 
foberlv,  wherein  his  Education  had  been  prefer¬ 
able  to  mine  ?  what  PraStice  he  had  feen,  and

where 
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where,  when  he  firft  fate  down  at  Reading?  what 
his  Studies,  who  his  Inftruftors,  if  any,  in  the 
diiferent  branches  of  Medical  Knowledge?  For 
alter  the  Freedom  he  has  taken  with  my  Abili¬ 
ties,  I  have  a  Right  to  demand  (and  fo  has  the 
Public)  upon  what  Pretence  he  affe£fs  that  Im¬ 
pudent  Superiority  over  his  Neighbours:  If  he 
has  any  Queftions  to  ask  me  upon  the  fame  Sub¬ 
ject,  I  flatter  myfelf  he  Iball  not  want  a  proper 
and  decent  Anfwer.  In  the  mean  Time  it  may  iiil- 
fice  to  mention,  that  alter  having  pafs’d  from 
Schools  to  univeriity  Education,  under  Directors 
of  the  heft  Character  and  Reputation,  I  very 
early,  from  natural  Inclination,  applied  myfelf 
to  the  Study  of  Phylic;  followed  the  Methods* 
and  read  the  Authors  recommended  by  the  ablelt 
Judges  j  had  many  Advantages  at  Oxford  and 
London  of  feeing  the  belt  Praftice  both  public  and 
private  •  dedicated  one  Y ear  to  Lectures  inTown, 
a  fecond  to  the  Attendance  of  St.  Thomas's  Hof- 
pital,  and  came  here  with  fuch  Qualifications  as 
the  Talents  God  had  given  me,  and  my  own  In- 
duftry  furnilhed  me  with ;  not  unprepared  how¬ 
ever,  as  he  would  reprefent,  for  the  Exercife  of 
a  Profellion,  in  which  his  Attempts  indeed,  and 
Succefs  are  Phenomena  equally  furprizing. 

I  have  now,  I  hope,  invalidated  his  three  Ob- 
je£tions ,  as  to  one,  I  have  proved  that  he  was 
younger  when  he  came  hither  than  I  was  at  my 
firft  arrival,  the  Proof  as  to  natural  Abilities, 
muff  Hand  upon  it’s  own  Bottom ;  and  thirdly* 
as  to  acquired  Abilities,  I  was,  when  we  fate 
down  here,  in  two  Refpe&s  at  leaf!,  his  Supe¬ 
rior  j  I  mean  the  Inltruflion  (which  he  can  make 
no  Pretenfion  to)  obtainable  from  Obfervations 
iranfmitted  to  me  by  a  Father  of  approved  Abili¬ 
ties, 
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lities,  extenfive  Pra&ice,  and  long  Experience; 
,  and  the  Advantage  of  a  longer  Attendance  on  an 
Hofpital;  for  he  will  not  be  fo  hardy  as  to  affert 
that  he  attended  any  Thing  like  a  Year  there ;  and 
as  I  find  he  accumulated  theDegrees  of  A.  M.  and 
M.  B.  or  at  lead  proceeded  to  them,  both  in  the 
fame  Year,  I  am  apt  to  think  his  Reiolution  of 
pra&ifing  Phyfic  was  taken  up  pretty  fuddenly.

Whilf  he ,  like  Pallas  from  the  Head  of  Jove* 
Steps  forth  full  grown  / - -

I  will  feverally  take  my  Leave  of  thofe  I  am 
concerned  with  on  this  Occafion,  and  fo  conclude ; 

and  fir  ft  of  Dr. - I  put  him  at  the  Head  (tho5 

I  am  apt  to  think  his  Humility  and  Inclinations 
would  lead  him  to  another  Place)  becaufe  I  hear 

Dr.  F.  allows  him  to  be  a  better  P— - n  than 

himfelf :  I  do  not  Imagine  he  meant  me  a  Com¬ 
pliment  by  writing  to  Dr.  Ad— -gt-n  and  not  to 
me,  but  I  affure  him  I  take  it  as  fuch ;  I  efteem 
his  Praife  Cenfure,  and  therefore  by  no  Means 
envy  Dr.  B.  his  Acquaintance,  for  as  I  am,  and 
much  more  was  I  a  Batchelor,  I  fhould  not  think 
his  Recommendation  likely  to  be  of  Service  to 
me,  with  the  Ladies  more  especially ;  for  which  Rea- 
fon,  I  wall  not  endeavour  to  avail  myfelf  of  a 
Letter  I  received  from  him  fome  Y ears  ago,  when 
he  appear’d  in  a  very  different  Light  from  what 
he  does  at  prefent  to  all  Honefi  Men.-— Non  tali 
Auxilio ,  £fc.— -I  have  not  been  admitted  to  the 
Honour  of  feeing  either  his,  or  Dr.  F - Js  re¬ 

commendatory  Letters,  therefore  can  fay  nothing 
with  Certainty  of  them,  but  I  am  credibly  in¬ 
formed  that  one  of  them  fets  out  with  an  cc  If 
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€4  there  be  any  Foundation  for  the  Report  which 
cc  prevails  that  you  are  on  the  Point  of  leaving 
cc  Reading ,  &c.”  Whoever  recollects  what  a 
Friend  Dr.  Ad-— gt-n  wras  to  him  in  his  great- 
eft  Need,  will  think  it  more  than  probable  that 

Dr - is  not  fo  entirely  unacquainted  with  Dr, 

Ad— t-n’s  Motions  as  he  affects  to  be  thought. 

As  to  Dr.  F.  I  believe  none  (wrhen  they  conlider 
how  dutiful  a  Difciple  of  his  Dr.  Ad— gt-n  is, 
and  how  much  Merit  he  has  lately  gained  with 
him  by  his  Harrangues,  &c.  in  Defence  of  his 
Favourite)  will  queftion  my  AfTertion,  elfe  I 
would  depofe  on  Oath,  that  Dr.  Ad — g  t-n  told 
me  that  Dr.  F.  was  one  of  the  chief  Advifers  of 
his  Removal.  The  natural  Obfervations  on  this 
are,  that  either  Dr.  A.  has  taken  a  very  unw^arant- 
able  Liberty  with  Dr.  F— -5s  Name,  or  that  Dr. 
F.  is  acling  a  Part  much  beneath  his  Character. — 
Had  Dr.  F.  fent  in  any  Manner  a  Wejtminjier  Man 
hither  I  fhould  not  have  w'onder’d  at  it,  becaufe 
it  is  well  known  what  Lengths  he  has  fuffered 
himfelf  to  be  carried  by  (what  is  a  very  laudable 
Motive  when  under  a  due  R  egulation)  an  Attach¬ 
ment  to  the  Place  of  his  Education.  From  this 
Principle  I  fhould  therefore  have  expedled  that 
he  would  have  diffuaded  one  School-Fellow  from 
obftrudting  another,  rather  than  have  been  accef- 
fory  to  his  coming  in  this  unfair  Manner;  I  fay 
acceffory,  &c.  becaufe  I  think  I  had  a  Right  to 
expedt  (had  he  not  intended  Dr.  B.  an  Advantage 
by  keeping  me  in  the  Dark)  from  one  who  had 
exprefs'd  a  Friendfhip  forme,  which  I  know  not 
that  I  have  defervedly  forfeited,  that  he  would  have 

paid  me  the  fame  Compliment  on  Dr.  B - ’s  as 

he  did  to  Dr.  A.  on  my  coming ;  and  1  leave  the 
World  to  judge  whether  in  negledling  to  do  fo 

H  he 
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he  has  behaved  as  one  Gentleman  Ihould  to  ail- 
other.  When  I  was  by  Dr.  F.  recommended  as 
Coadjutor  to  Dr.  A.  he  did  not  think  it  beneath 
him  to  write  to  Dr.  A.  on  the  Occafion ,  now 
Dr.  B.  is  recommended  as  a  proper  Perfon  to 
Coadjutor  me,  this  Bafhaw  does  not  vouchfafe  me 
a  Line  •  neither,  as  I  obferv- d  above,  am  I  thought 
worthy  in  iix  Weeks  Time  to  be  admitted  to  a 
Sight  of  the  Letter,  which  is  elfe where  produc’d 
on  all  Occaiions. 

Some  oi  my  Friends  have  been  for  my  applying 
to  the  Dr.  tor  a  Chara&er,  whereby  to  obviate 
that  he  has  given  to  Dr.  B.  Others  are  of  Opi¬ 
nion  (with  whom  1  agree)  that  it  would  be  mean 
in  me  fo  to  do,  I  never  truckled  to  him  yet  (per¬ 
haps  that  may  be  my  Fault)  and  I  will  not  begin 
to  do  io  now.  I  know  there  are  thofe  who  can 
exprefs  themfelves  with  great  Bitternefs  of,  and 
take  very  undue  Methods  to  prejudice,  thole  they 
do  not  like ;  but  to  thefe  I  fay  that  if  they  intend 
to  take  fuch  Liberties  with  me  I  would  advife 
them  to  be  very  fecret,  for  Ihould  I  have  Proofs 
I  will  punifh  them  by  Way  of  Example,  as  the 
Law  directs.  But  to  return  to  Dr.  F.  when  I 
firlh  came  hither,  fuch  w  as  the  Deference  I  paid 
to  him,  that  I  would  not  even  prefume  to  apply 
to  him  for  his  Favour  but  by  a  third  Perfon,  and 
I  have  a  Letter  from  him  by  me  wherein  he  fays 
he  had  been  beforehand  with  my  Friend’s  Re- 
quell,  and  had  voluntarily  recommended  me. 
Such  was  his  Opinion  of  me  then,  and  I  think  I 
can  very  well  account  for  the  Alteration  in  the 
following  Manner. 
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When  a  certain  P - n  was  Tome  Time  iince 

detected  in  *  Practices  for  which,  to  judge  him 
by  his  own  Account,  he  richly  defer ved  to  be 
driven  from  every  human  Society ,  (that  more  ef- 
pecially,  fet  apart  for  the  Education  Gf  J—h )  every 
one  may  recollect  what  Methods  were  taken  to 
skreen  him  from  J uftice,  and  by  whom .  My  Sen¬ 
timents  on  this  Adair  were  in  a  very  particular 
Manner  fought  alter  by  Dr.  A.  whom  I  take  to 
have  been  commilhoned  by  his  Patron  ior  that 
Purpofe ;  I  on  this,  as  on  ail  other  Subjects,  open’d 
myfelf  to  him  without  Referve;  when  I  receiv’d 
at  his  Hands  the  Defence,  which  is  allow  ’d  to 
have  been  wrote  by  the  Offender  himfelf,  I  told 
him  I  lhould  certainly  read  it,  as  he  dehred,  with 
Impartiality  at  lead,  for  that  if  I  found  Occalion 
to  give  up  ~ —  I  mud  at  the  fame  Time  give  up 
a  Friend.  After  I  had  difpailionately  read  what 
he  was  pleafed  to  call  the  compleatefi  Piece  oj  Ora-* 
tory  he  had  ever  met  with,  I  told  him  I  before 
fufpe&ed,  but  I  now'  deteded  the  accufed,  for 
that  his  Defence  had  proved  him  not  only  bafe,  but 
foolifh.  The  Adverfary  of  Vice  (lor  I  lhould 
wrong  him  by  calling  him  —— ’s  Adverfary) 
had,  by  fuppoling  every  Thing  to  have  been 
committed  at  one  Interview,  undelignedly  given 
him  fo  great  an  Advantage,  that  I  lhould  have 
been  inclined  to  think,  had  I  not  feen  the  Anfwer, 
that  it  was  wrote  by  a  Friend  unde^*  the  Difguife 
of  an  Enemy,  and  the  whole  of  the  Defence  was 
calculated  to  exclaim  againd  this:  I  continued, 
for  the  Sake  of  Decency  we  would  fuppole  wrhat 
had  pafs'd  to  have  been  offered  to  his  Wife  or 
Jdaughter,  which  would  in  his  Opinion  be  mod 

z  See  A Jerious  Enquiry  into  fome  late  Proceedings,  & c. 
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excufable,  a  Man  who  being  heated  with  Liquor 
ihould  proceed  to  feverai  A£ts  of  Indecency  at 
one  Time,  or  he  who  fliould  arrive  at  the  fame 
Heighth  of  Immodefty  at  different  Times  and 
Step  by  Step:  He  anfwered,  the  former  undoubt¬ 
edly  :  He  would  not,  however,  fee  it  in  this  Light, 
and  I  could  fee  it  in  no  other.  This  Subje£i 
therefore,  which  it  was  in  vain  to  continue,  was 
difmifs'd,  but  not  before  I  had  obferved  that  if

like  and  party  Zeal,  to  be  To  ftrenuous  an  Advo¬ 
cate  for  fo  bad  a  Man ,  one  who  by  his  own  Con¬ 
ic  fii  on,  deferved  to  be  expelPd  theU— — y  in  ge¬ 
neral,  as  he  had  been  his  own  particular  S - y ; 

that  when  he  was  gone,  whatever  fome  People 
might  affe£l  to  think  to  the  Contrary,  there  would 

not  be  wanting  in  that  Sea}:  of  L - g,  feverai 

as  well  qualified  to  fupport  the  Dignity  of  the 
Phyfician  by  demonftrating  their  Skill  in  Phyiic. 
I  proceeded,  as  a  Friend,  to  remind  him,  that 
though  he  might  to  a  greater  Degree  be  obliged 
to  Dr.  F.  yet  he  could  not  but  own  he  had  great 
Obligations  elfewhere  •  if  I  might  therefore  pre¬ 
fume  to  advife,  he  fliould,  whenever  a  Confulta- 
tion  from  O- — d  w^as  neceffary,  as  in  Gratitude 
bound,  fend  for  Dr.  F.  in  the  firff  Place,  -but  not 
leave  to  him  to  fend  whom  he  pleafed  in  his  Stead, 
for  he  well  knew  who  his  Subffitute  in  that  Cafe 
would  be  ;  and  I  took  the  Liberty  to  add,  that 
People  did  not  fcruple  to  conclude,  from  their 
having  met  in  Confultation  feverai  Times  of  late, 
that  he  did  not  cure  openly  to  efpoufe  Dr.  ' 
and  therefore  it  had  been  concerted  between  Dr. 
F.  and  himfelf,  that  Dr.  F.  fliould  take  care  to  be 
engaged  whenever  fent  to,  that  Dr.  —  might 
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fupply  his  Place.  If  Dr.  A.  acquainted  Dr.  F. 
with  all  this,  and  I  am  Pq  thoroughly  perfuaded 
he  did j  that  though  he  fhould  take  his  dij culpatory 
Oath  to  the  Contrary,  I  fhould  be  loth  to  believe 

he  did  not,  Dr.  F - 3s  fubfequent  Behaviour  to 

me  is  accounted  lor. 

Before  we  part  I  would  remind  Dr.  F.  that  had 
he  been  oppofed  in  the  fame  unfair  Manner  fome 
others  I  could  mention  have  been,  his  Name  pro¬ 
bably  might  not  have  been  fo  refpe£table  as  it  is 
at  prefent ;  and,  might  I  hope  what  came  from 
me  would  have  any  Weight,  I  would  delire  him 
to  conlider  that  the  Hour  cannot  be  lar  hence- in 
which  undue  Attachments  and  party  Prejudices  muffc 
appear  in  their  proper  contemptible  Light,  and 
then  perhaps  fome  particular  Acls  of  Oppreffion 
may  lit  heavy  on  the  Soul  of  one  who  has  fo  long 
lorded  it  over  thofe  who  would  fubmit  to  be  his 
Sycophants  at  0 —  dj  that  he  begins  to  claim  a 
Right  of  Sovereignty  elfewhere. 

I  pafs  on  to  Dr.  B.  who  confirms  what  I  men¬ 
tioned  before,  that  his  Plan  was  of  another  Na¬ 
ture,  allows  that  what  he  gives  up  on  coming 
hither  amounts  at  leaf:  to  the  Sum  I  named,  owns 
that  the  Scheme  was  not  his  own,  but  entirely 
his  Friends,  who  (Mr. Bigg  more  particularly) 
gave  him  to  understand  that  they  had  fully  con- 
iidered  it,  and  were  refolved  for  the  future  not 
to  concern  themfelves  with  him  unlefs  he  com¬ 
plied,  which  he  did  not  till  his  R.elu£tance  had 
even  angred  them.  Does  not  this  prove  to  a  De- 
monftraiion  that  very  particular  Encouragement 
had  been  given?  from  whom  fhould  it  come?  I 
fay  from  Dr.  Ad— g  t-n^  and  that  the  People 
at  0 — d  are  not  miitaken  when  they  univerfally 
fay  Dr.-  Ad— g  t-n  is  to  introduce  him  to  all  his 
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Acquaintance,  £?c.  His  Friends  then,  are  to  be 
anfwerable  for  his  coming  to  obftruQ:  an  old 
School-fellow;  he  fays,  like  wife,  they  are  an- 
fwerable,  for  that  they  advifed  him  to  come  in  die 
clandefline  Manner  he  did  :  I  muff  obferv  e  here 
that  a  Man  of  Senfe  and  Honour  will  not  lutler 
himfelf  fo  far  to  be  influenced  by  his  Friends  as 
to  be  guilty  of  an  ungentleman-like  A£tion.  But 
frivolous  as  his  Excufe  is,  I  accept  it,  and  hull 
think  no  more  of  it  unlefs  I  find  him,  either  with 
or  without  the  Advice  of  his  Friends,  peccant  a 
fecond  Time. 

To  Mr.  B  — g  I  have  very  little  to  fay;  he, 
who  had  been  fo  thoroughly  drubb’d  *  by  wan¬ 
tonly  interfering  in  a  Difpute  which  in  no  Sort 
concerned  him,  had  fome  kind  of  Right  to  expe£f 
a  Return  from  Dr.  Ad — gt-n  :  His  Head  was 
broken  in  the  Df  s.  Caufe,  and  he  could  do  no 
lefs  than  give  him  a  Plaifter :  But  unlefs  I  have  it 
from  thof'e  whofe  Veracity  I  much  more  depend 
on  than  Dr.  A’s.  I  fhall  not  ealily  be  brought  to 
believe  that  one  who  has  behaved  in  fo  generous 
a  Manner,  as  I  hear  Mr.  B.  has,  towards  his  Ne¬ 
phews,  could  be  capable  of  deliring  another  to 
ferve  him  at  the  Expence  of  his  Word  and  Honour , 
for  they  wrere  ffri&ly  engaged  to  me. 

As  to  Dr.  Ad— gt-n,  if  on  Mr.  B— g5s  Ap^ 
plication  he  did,  as  he  has  the  Affurance  to  fay 
he  did,  inform  him  of  his  if  ri£f  Engagements  to 
me,  and  his  firm  Refolution  to  keep  to  them,  no 
one  furely  can  imagine  Mr.  B— g  (f  f  non  eget 
Anticyra ,  nec  Archigem^  |j  as  Dr.  Russel  would 
perfuade  us  he  does)  could  have  infilled  with  fuch

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Earneflnefs  on  his  Nephew’s  quitting  what  he 
does  to  come  hither ;  or  admitting  that  he  did 
inform  him  how  little  Ailiitance  he  was  to  expe£i 
from  him,  fhould  he  not,  when  he  lound  it  in  vain 
to  difcourage  him,  nay  would  he  not,  had  he 
meant  to  ferve  me,  acquainted  me  with  what  was 
hatching  againft  me?  and  is  he  not  without  Ex- 
cufe  tor  having  neglected  fo  to  do?  But  w'hat 
fhall  we  fay  if  he  never  acquainted  Mr*  B~g  with 
his  Engagements  to  me  ?  and  that  he  did  not,  I 
mod  iincerely  believe,  for  I  have  too  good  an 
Opinion  of  Mr.  B— g  to  think  in  that  Cafe  he 
W'ould  have  tamper’d  with  him  to  do  what  was  an 
Injuftice  to  me,  or  it  he  had  been  mean  enough  to 
do  fo,  would  not  an  honeft  Man  have  (pit  in  his 
Face  ?  but  that  is  begging  the  Queftion.  One 
Word  more  with  Dr.  Ad — gt-n,  and  I  have 
done  with  him  forever.  The  only  Thing  he  of¬ 
fers  in  excufe  for  his  Behaviour  (befides  impudently 
denying  giving  any  Encouragement  to  him)  is, 
that  I  had  given  him  iufficient  Provocation  to  en¬ 
courage  him,  for  that  I  once  cut  him  to  the  Heart 
by  faying  his  Acquaintance  had  been  of  Differ-- 
vice  to  me:  I  aver  I  never  did,  though  in  Juflice 
I  might,  for  it  has  of  a  confiderable  Time  been 
apparent  to  every  one  but  me,  that  it  never  was 
his  Intent  to  take  me,  as  the  Hen,  under  his  Wing 
to  cherifh  and  to  raife  me,  but  rather  like  an 
over-bearing  Oak  by  over  lhadowing  me  to  ob- 
ltruft  my  Growth  at  ieafl,  if  not  to  deitroy  me. 
Should  he  be  found  to  refemble  the  Oak  in  ano¬ 
ther  Inftance,  and  not  thrive  on  tranfplanting,  I 
mufl  own  I  fhould  receive  a  malicious  Pleafure. 
But  to  the  Point,  I  was  not  appreheniive  I  had  of¬ 
fended  by  my  fo  inviolably  keeping  the  Secret,  but 
furely  no  unprejudiced  Perfon  can  imagine  I  could 
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a £1  in  a  Manner  fo  repugnant  to  my  Iptereft ;  nay 
I  can  call  the  third  Perfon  entrufted  with  the  Se¬ 
cret  of  his  Removal,  to  wituefs  that  I  was  witheld 
by  that,  and  that  only,  from  calling  him  to  an  Ac¬ 
count  for  his  Behaviour  in  the  Affair,  for  Leave 
to  clear  up  which  I  offer  the  Reward.  But  for 
Argument's  Sake,  and  to  leave  him  entirely  with¬ 
out  Excufe,  I  will  allow  what  is  as  falfe  as  God 
istiue,  that  I  told  him  to  his  Teeth  that  his  Ac¬ 
quaintance  had  been  of  Differvice  to  me,  would 
not  this  have  provoked  a  Man  of  any  Spirit  to 
have  broke  with  me  immediately  ?  fhould  he  not 
have  told  me  to  my  Face,  that  fueh  Behaviour 
cancell'd  all  Obligations?  that  I  was  not  worthy 
of  his  Friendfhip,  and  that  he  ceafed  to  be  my 
Friend  ?  or  at  lead:,  when  by  his  Encouragement 
(for  I  have  not  yet  met  with  one  who  doubts  his 
having  encouraged  him)  Dr.  B.  refolved  to  come 
hither,  Ihould  he  not  have  told  me  fo  much? 
would  not  a  generous  Enemy  have  given  me  an 
Opportunity  of  darting  fair?  fo  far  from  it,  this 
Mailer  of  Dillimulation  kept  on  the  Mask  of 
Friendlhip  till  I  tore  it  from  him$  this  perfidious 
Wretch  has  within  thefe  few  Months  given  it  me 
under  his  Hand,  that  he  is  my  mod  faithful  (he 
fhould  not  have  prodituted  that  W~ord)  faithlefs 
#  humble  Servant  would  have  fuited  him  better. 

After  the  preceeding  Sheets  had  pafs’ J  the  Prefs, 
I  received  a  further  Infight  into  the  Letters,  and 
found  the  Writers  of  them  make  it  a  Point  of 
Confcience  that  Dr.  Ad— gtn,  who  has  fuch 
Obligations  to  this  Place,  fhould  not  remove 
untill  he  could  leave  behind  him  fome  one  as  able

no  Balm  in  Gilead ,  no  Phylician  there,  poor  Rea¬ 
ding  will  be  deft itute  of  all  medicinal  Help,  un~ 
lefs  he  in  Compalion  to  us  introduces  one,  who 
will  not,  I  am  perfuaded,  arrogate  to  himfelf 
either  natural  or  acquired  Abilities  fuperior  to 
thole  ot  his  Brethren  here-  and  whofe Opportu¬ 
nities  of  exerting  thofe  Abilities  have  not  (to 
fpeak  very  modeilly )  been  more  frequent  than 
our’s.  But  we  of  this  Place  have  no  Reafon  to 
be  furprized  at  the  Infolence  of  this  Iniinuation 
when  we  confider  that  one  of  thefe  Letter- w  riters 
had  before  degraded  and  difqualified  the  whole 
Fraternity  at  O— r/3  for  the  Sake  of  the  other,  his 
Favourite,  lor  the  only  Reafon  he  could  ailiga 
for  keeping  him  in  a  Place  of  all  others  molt  im¬ 
proper  for  fuch  a  M-nil-r  of  Xmp-r-ty  was,  that 
truly  when  he  was  gone  none  other  could  Te 
found  (bimfelf  I  prefume  excepted)  duly  qualified  to 
execute  the  Important  Trulf  of  a  Phyfician. :  It 
might  be  obferved  that  Dr.  B.  was  then  over¬ 
look’d  by  him,  though  nearly  of  the  fame  Age 
and  Standing  as  the  other,  when  he  firff  took  him 
under  his  Patronage.

by  the  Offender  himfelf:  Thefe  perufed,  I  am  fa¬ 
ll  shed  he  will  be  ailonifhed  that  any  one  fhould 
feek,  or  he  offer  to  give  his  Letter  of  Recom¬ 
mendation.  Had  he  not  offended  we  all  had 
ffill  been  Friends,  and  I  fhould  have  had  no  Oc- 
caiion  to  appeal  to  the  Public,  but  infiduoufly  as

Friend,  I  remember  with  the  uur.oft  Regret:  i 
will  not  affront  it  therefore  by  making  any  Apo¬ 
logy  tor  fo  doing,  but  will  conclude  the  ddagree- 
afale  Subject  with  obferving,  in  Juttice  to  a  Com¬ 
munity  which  all  good  Men  muff  reverence,  that 
a  very  inconfiderable  Number  of  it’s  Members 
are  a'niwerable  tor  his  not  meeting  witn  his 

j)ererts 

From  the  Writers  I  proceed  to  the  Receiver 
of  thefe  Letters  which  he  prod  uces  on  all  Occa- 
lions  as  Proofs  that  he  did  not  fvrft  invite  Jr.  b. 
Idow  contemptibly  evafive  is  this  Reasoning . 
Is  it  not  an  Infult  on  Common  Sente  to  endeav our

his  Complaint  would  be  rather  of  too  little ,  than 
too  much  Pra£lice. 

When  I  faid  I  had  done  with  Dr.  Ad— gt-n 
for  ever,  i  did  not  mean  1  would  not  reply  to 
any  Anfwer  he  fhouid  vouchfafe  me,  but  I  do  not 
imagine  Occasion  to  do  this  will  be  given  me  by 
one  much  more  fanfd  for  injuring  than  anfwering. 
I  remember  when  Dr.  KussExAsiecond  Pamphlet 
came  out,  to  have  heard  the  Dr.  fay,  he  would 
convince  the  World  his  Time  was  better  em¬ 
ploy’d  than  in  taking  Notice  of  fcurrilous  Pam¬ 
phlets  j  and  accordingly  he  fome  Time  afterwards 
produced  a  certain  Scurvy  Performance :  A  Per¬ 
formance  which  at  leaftlhews  his  great  Readings 
every  Thing  there  is  faithfully  tranfcriFd ,  and  I 
defy  the  moif  curious  Critic  to  fay  the  Dr.  has 
adulterated  the  Text  by  foifting  in  one  Thought 
of  his  own,unlefs  according  to  Martial,  Male 
dam  recital ,  &c.  I  know  the  Dr.  has  another 
Compofition  by  him,  equally  deferving  the  Lights 
and  if  haply  X  fhouid  occasion  it5s  Appearance, 
the  Reader  will  be  abundantly  repaid  for  the 
Time  he  has  mifpent  in  the  perufal  of  this. 

And  here  I  red:  my  Caufe,  and  if  what  has  been 
faid  fhouid  incline  any  to  favour  me,  I  hope  they 
will  not  be  diverted  from  their  Intention  becaufe 
they  are  not  perfonally  waited  upon.  X  know 
myfelf,  at  belt,  to  be  but  ill  qualified  for  what

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one  whom  they  thought  likely  to  ferve  me. 
Where  I  am  not  particularly  encouraged,  I  ihall 
therefore  wholly  decline  making  Applications 9 
and  I  trufh  this  my  Refelution  will  not  be  im¬ 
puted  to  want  of  proper  Refpeft ,  but  to  it's  true 
Motive,  an  Appreheniion  of  meeting  in  feme 
Places  a  cool,  where  I  might  otherwife  have  ex¬ 
pected  a  friendly  Reception.
